Any inspiring lawyer or fan of 
the television series ‘““The Paper 


Chase” will recognize this stac- 
cato barrage of questions to law 
students about a case in prop- 
erty law. It’s the Socratic 
method of teaching. Survival in 
law school depends on a student 
preparing his textbook cases 
meticulously beforehand and 
being able to learn by being 
questioned in class about every 
aspect of the case in point. 


The class process is usual, but 
this law professor is no scary 
Harvard Club ancient like Pro- 
fessor Kingsley of the ‘“‘The 
Paper Chase.’”’ She’s Marilyn 
Ford of the University of Bridge- 
port Law School, young (late 30s) 
and stunning as the fashion 


model she once was. Ford 
teaches with an authority and 
wit that makes her one of the 
most popular professors in the 


school. 


When a colleague stops her in 
the hall, telling her that he’s got 
endless students asking to reg- 
ister for her summer classes. 
Ford sighs and says it’s “unfair 
to overpopulate one course.” 
Characteristically modest, she 
tries to explain her popularity 
with the students. 


“We're all equally good — most 
of us use the Socratic method — 
so they must like one person’s 
style,” Ford says. “I’m demand- 
ing — students must prepare 
and participate in my classes.” 


With UB since 1977 — she’s been 
a full professor for four years — 
it wasn’t that long ago that Ford 
was a student herself. Daughter 
of an Arkansas sharecropper- 
turned-preacher, Ford got scho- 
larships and worker her way 
through undergraduate school 
and law school — Southern 
Illinois University and New 
Jersey’s prestigious Rutgers 
Law School — as a dorm direc- 
tor, and typist. 


The tall and slim Ford, the first 
of her family to attend college, 
frequently earned money work- 
ing as a fashion model to sup- 
plement her scholarships and 
parental contributions. She 
fondly recalls the consistent 
support of her father; he decided 
to leave the farm after Ford has 
graduated from grammar school 
because of the racism in Arkan- 
sas. He moved the family to 
Missouri, where she grew up “‘in 


a St. Louis ghetto.” 


Family is still all important to 
Ford, who lives in the Norwalk 
area with her attorney husband 
— they met and married in the 
1970s, both Wall Street lawyers 
at the time — and two school- 
aged children. She balances 
family life (incredibly, she’s a 
cookie-baking room mother at 
her children’s school) with a 
back-breaking work schedule. 


‘Tm a mother and wife first, 
before I’m anything else,” says 
Ford, proud of a husband she 
calls very supportive and child- 
ren she calls terrific. “We both 
give the children quality time — 
one of us is always there.” 


Ford teaches at the law school 
full time, consults with other 
universities and institutions like 
the state Banking Commission, 
serves on the state Ethics in 
Government Commission and 
numerous committees, and 
writes for legal publications. As 
a practicing attorney, she still 
takes cases on “interesting and 
unique issues.” 


In April 1985, she recovered back 
benefits and $650,000 in dam- 
ages for an 80-year-old Stamford 
man, a retired laborer called 
James Baskin who was denied 
his union pension. She agreed to 
act as co-counsel on the time- 
consuming case — the federal 
court trial lasted six weeks in 
New Haven. 


“As I looked at him, I saw he 
was a grandfatherly type, and he 
had worked hard for 40 years — 
he was entitled to his pension,”

Bishop John P. Graham came to

recalls Ford. “He asked me to 
take the case five times. I told 
him ‘no four times, and the fifth 
time, I said yes.’ ”’ 


Still she sees herself as primar- 
ily an educator, because at this 
point in her life she needs the 
flexibility of a teacher’s sche- 
dule. When her daughter, now 
11, and son 9, were small, she 
had a playpen and toys in the 
office. If there was an emergency 
with a no-show baby sitter or the 
professor had a night appoint- 


ment, the Ford children came 
along with their mother to law 
school. 


“Teaching is demanding, but I 
have free periods and breaks — 
it’s my real reason to pursue this 
profession,” says Ford. “TI don’t 
take pressures home — I prepare 
and consult in my office and 
when I go home, I have time for 
family.” 


Because of her demanding sche- 
dule — a container of ricotta 
cheese and a juice bottle on her 
office window testifies to the 
fact that she eats neither break- 
fast or lunch unless it entails 
business — she identifies with 
the large population of older, 
married students at UB. 


“The day classes are one-third 
mature students and the even- 
ing classes have an even larger 
percentage,” says Ford, who 
feels she has a special rapport 
with older students. 


She says the Juris Doctor degree 
gives its holder “flexibility and 
versatility.”” The mature law 
graduate doesn’t necessarily 
need to practice law “‘in the 
traditional sense,” as most of his 
younger peers will undoubtedly 
do. 


The older student may become 
an administrator, consultant or 
a media person like sportscaster 
Howard Cosell or television 
journalist Geraldo Rivera, both 
law school graduates. 


Since many students manage 
homes and children, they might 
well look to Ford and ask her the 
secret of her success as a work- 
ing mother. Ford says it involves 
“hard work and self-denial.” 


“There are only so many hours 
in the day, if you are giving 
yourself to a career and a fam- 
ily,” says Ford. “Time is my 
most precious commodity and I 
do not waste it.” 


Marilyn Ford’s greatest accomp- 
lishment, as she sees it, is a 
“well-balanced family life and 
career.”

ing which was being used for 
storage. Over 80 percent of all 
the Pentecostals Founding 
Fathers roots, can be traced 
right here in Los Angeles at 
those locations. 


Time Magazine, May 3, 1982, 
stated that David Barrett’s pub- 
lished World Christian Encyc- 
lopedia (New York: Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, 1982) ‘‘The 
biggest distinct category of Pen- 
tecostals today does not consist 
of traditional reformation 
groups, such as the Lutherans, 
but the Pentecostals-at 51 mil- 
lion strong, a leading strain of 
worldwide evangelical move- 
ment. In addition, 11 million 
members of more traditional 
denominations follow Pentecos- 
tal practices.”’
